It has teea satisfactorily ascertained 


that on soils 'destitute-'of vegetable 
matter plaster has but little or no in- 
fluence unless accompanied with :sqine 
decomposable material, 
so. that ..'its 


benelioial ettects are best secured by 
pin-suing such iv system ol cropping as 
will fiociirntilate vegetable matter iniihe 
soil. Pure plaster is composed' of 
Ihh'ty-three pel- cent, of lime, 'forty^six 
i|)ci- cent of sulphuric acid, and twenty- 
one per cent of water, and is more or 
less beneficial to crops as the soil is 
more or less deficient in one or more of 
tliese elements. Its inttueuce on plants 
is seen most plainly in the largelhorease 
of foliage and stalk as distinguished 
from the formation of seed, and there- 
fore, its eile'cts are more visible on the 
different varieties of clover.' A crop of 
two tons of clover contaisn about 
twenty-live pounds of sulphate of limn 
whilst a crop of Vwenty-five bushels of 
wlicaf, straw and all, contains but 
seven pounds, and fifty bushel's of corn 
contains less than one pound. And 
wliilo it is niiiversally considered that 
plastoi1 ou proper kinds of soil and in 
ri^ht condition, is beneficial to all kinds 
of the clover family, yet that it in- 
creases tlie yield of wheat, corn, rye, or 
outs is not so generally conceded. 


Li obi g claimed—and> we have great 


faith in his opinion—that the chief 
benefit of plaster to land was that it 
absorbed ammonia from the atmos- 
phere and fixed it in the soil. 
Othera 


hold that, besides this quality, 
is 


disintegrates the compound silicates 
in the soil, setting 
free the',pot- 


'asii .und magnesia — two es'sential 
constituents of plant growth— and 
by rendering thorn soluble and act- 
ive in the soil, thus, furnishes plants 
with fpurof their very essential constit- 
uents, viz.: sulphur, lime, potash und 
magnesia. That there is a great differ- 
ence in the quality of" the plaster is 
known to all observant farmers; and it 
has been found that the kind which, in 
grinding, emits the strongest smell of 
sulphuric acid has the best effect on 
vegetation; and whilst it :can -.not be 
denied that some plaster, in some 
seasons at least, has little or no per- 
ceptible effect on vegetation, yet, when 
pure, it is almost as powerful in its 
-effects as the best of manures, and 
when incorporated 'with or strewn over 
the manure pile at once stops its strong, 
pungent smell by uniting with the 
ammonia, and thus preserving the 
strength of the manure.' 


The great danger, however, to the 


farmer in purchasing plaster is the 
liability of having an impure article 
imposed upon him, and therefore lie 
can not be too particular In satisfying 
himself in this respect. — Baltimore 
Sun..

FEEDING FOR .MILK. 


How to Make Gown Profitable at All Sen- 


aonv of the Year. '. 


A correspondent writes to know what 


kind of food will increase the milk of 
cows. In the first place it must be 
noted that milch cows should always 
be abundantly fed, since any depreci- 
ation in the vigor of their systems will 
always react injuriously on both the 
quantity and quality of their milk. 
And, 
if a cow is allowed to run do>vn 


on poor feed in the winter time, .it will 
take all the spring to repair the waste 
thus occasioned. 
During the entire 


winter cows should be well fed, com- 
fortably housed, abundantly 'liltere'il, 
regularly supplied with clean water 
and occasionally" rubbed dowrf; in a 
word, should have their well-being in- 
all respects properly attended to. As 
to feeding, the following plan is given 
as that used by the most successful 
dairymen: In the morning^feed wtlli 
cut feed, consisting of hay, oats", millet; 
or cornstalks, mixed with shorts i>r 
bran, and Indian, linseed, or cotton- 
seed meal, thoroughly moistened witli 
water. In cold weather, by all means 
•use warm water. Itis weir to give a 
drink of warm water at milking time, 
as it makes .the cows give .down'their 
milk more readily. Through the toy 
give one feeding of roots and long liny, 
and at the evening milking, or directly 
after, give another generous men! of 
mixed feed, •wellmolstenedAvith wiitsiv 
and mixed as in the morning. 
Some 


roots or vegetables,,as pumpkins, tur- 
nips, cabbages or the like, may be given 
after the evening feeding of meal. 
Tliese vegetables are inclined 'to flavor 
the milk if fed on an empty stomach. 
It should be remembered that the pro- 
cess of digestion in cattle goes on best 
when the stomach is distended', and for 
this,purpose bulky food is almost.as 
necessary as that of more concentrated 
nutritions tjuality. 
An excellent feed 


for cows in the winter is the hay from 
the second drop of clover, well- cured 
to prevent heating or becoming musty. 
The flow of milk from the hay, accom- 
panied by carrots or sugar beets, is 
greatly stimulated, and its buttei--mak- 
ing quality is kept at. the highest point 
On the other hand, bran, which also 
stimulates the flow of milk, does, not 
add to, but rather decreases, its butter- 
producing 
quality.—Chicago 
Inter

WASHING rov, March IR—"What do you 


think of Cul.inot Auiloi-Hon'd open letter 
to Senator Ingalls in defense of General 
Hancock's loyalty 'to . the TJiiIonW in- 
quired a reprnaontative of tlie United 
Press of General C'hm-Ies M. G.-osvenor, 
Republican Representative from Ohio. 


"The 
letter at Colonel Andersnn," re- 


plied tho Ganernl, "lias the ring of a 
generous comrade In defense of « dead 
comrade's ropalatiori, nnd I honor him 
for it. I do not quite understand what 
was in the mini! of Senator IngalU when 
he permitted the word 'other' tu stand in 
his speech. I can explain how it may 
have been spoken, but 1 do not concede 
by any means that the great Senator 
intended to class Hancock ai an 'ally of 
tlie Southarn Confederacy* In any sense 
which could reflect upon General Han- 
cock's loyalty to the Union or his valor in 
war. Hancock was one of the few great 
and true soldiers of the war, and I 
think Senator Ingalls thinks si>, and has 
said so, but from the standpoint of poli- 
tics, anil In the light of post-bellum af-

which is a legitimate subject of criticism. 
As a sofdior Hancock stands upon a ped- 
estal above cursory or unfriendly criti- 
cism, arid when the hour lor personal de- 
nunciation of Ingalls has past, I am sure 
he will put himself right on tlie record."
